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Animal rights groups are 
sniffing at a “pocket 
dog” rescue program 
aimed to save the lives of 
designer dogs from 
south of the border. 

“Operation California 
Canine Cuties” is a mis¬ 
sion by the Edmonton Hu¬ 
mane Society, where vol¬ 
unteers travel to Califor¬ 
nia and bring back highly 
sought-after mini mutts, 
to save them from death 
at overpopulated shelters. 


“This seems like they’re 
a pet shop, getting people 
cute little puppies that are 
in demand,” said Tove Re¬ 
ece, of Voice For Animals. 
“We have a massive ani¬ 
mal overpopulation prob¬ 
lem here. They shouldn’t 
be asking for donations to 
get these animals back 
here.” 

The Humane Society 
has set up a donation 
fund especially for the 
California Cuties, and 
were seeking initial fund¬ 
ing of $10,000 to kick- 
start the program. 

The first three trips to 



the Fresno shelter rescued 
15 mixed-breed chi- 
huauas and terriers, six of 
which were spoken for 
shortly after they were 
put up for adoption. In to¬ 
tal, 10 dogs have been 
adopted, all within hours 


g after being put up for 
| adoption, Humane Socie- 
s ty spokeswoman Shawna 
1 Randolph said. 

% "We had a woman wait 
| four hours outside before 
| the shelter opened just to 
m get one," Randolph said. 
In the first weekend the 
dogs arrived, adoption 
rates went up by 50 per 
cent at the shelter. On av¬ 
erage, a dozen dogs are 
adopted per weekend. 

Randolph said it's 
hoped the initiative will 
put a dent in puppy mills. 
It's not known how many 
more will be rescued.

Be on lookout for Norovirus, health officials say 


illness Health officials are 
warning about a nasty 
virus that's shown up in 
Edmonton. In the past two 
weeks, 12 outbreaks of 
gastrointestinal illness 
caused by a virus referred 
to as the Norovirus have 


been reported. 

Most outbreaks have 
been contained to nursing 
homes, senior’s homes 
and child care facilities. 
Noroviruses cause a sav¬ 
age, 24 to 48-hour illness 
for which there is no rem¬ 


edy, other than to let the 
effects pass. Symptoms in¬ 
clude violent diarrhea, 
vomiting, muscle aches, 
and a low-grade fever. 

Although the virus is 
highly contagious, infec¬ 
tion can be prevented by 


frequent hand-washing. 
The virus is usually trans¬ 
mitted through contact 
with infected people or 
objects or food handled by 
those infected.

Adoption fair 
opens minds 

Older kids 'just as rewarding' 


Tories accused of trying to lock up documents 


child welfare After facing 
public scrutiny over delay¬ 
ing the release of reports 
from its child welfare office, 
the provincial government 
plans this week to prevent 
those documents from get¬ 
ting into the public’s hands, 
said Alberta NDP’s Rachel 
Notley. 

“The Tories are more wor¬ 
ried about optics than pre¬ 
venting the sexual and 


physical abuse of kids in 
care,” she said in a release. 

“Every other province is 
making their child welfare 
systems more transparent 
and this government is 
drawing the curtains.” 

A spokesman within the 
department has reportedly 
said the new legislation this 
week would only enhance 
the ability of the child advo¬ 
cate to make sure an indi¬ 


vidual’s files are kept pri¬ 
vate — a concern that some 
children have raised. 

Three quarterly reports 
obtained by NDP through 
an Access to Information re¬ 
quest last month highlight¬ 
ed incidents of foster chil¬ 
dren being knowingly 
placed in unsafe conditions 
that included reports of sex¬ 
ual and physical abuse. 

METRO EDMONTON 
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With so many children in 
foster care, child care 
workers at a provincial 
government-sponsored 
adoption fair in Edmonton 
yesterday say it’s becom¬ 
ing more of a challenge to 
find adult coup¬ 
les who are will¬ 
ing enough to 
adopt. 

“There are al¬ 
ways more chil¬ 
dren needing 
homes than there 
are families looking for 
kids,” said Kristeen Tomlin¬ 
son, a marketing manager 
with an Edmonton adop¬ 
tion and foster care recruit¬ 
ment program. 

Misunderstandings have 
caused many prospective 
parents to back off of 
adopting a child, such as 
confusion over whether or 
not birthparents have 
rights to see their children, 
said Tomlinson, adding 
since many of the children 


in foster care are generally 
older, it’s a tough push for 
care workers who work in 
adoption recruitment pro¬ 
grams. 

“Many parents looking to 
adopt want babies, but 
adopting an older child can 
be just as rewarding.” 

Gary and Julie George, a 
city couple adopting an 
eight-year-old, 
were at the fair 
at the ACT Cen¬ 
tre in Rundle 
Park looking to 
make another 
addition to their 
family. 

Both say the recruitment 
process — which can take a 
few months to three years 
— also intimidates many 
prospective parents. 

“It’s scary, but it has to be 
done,” said Julie George. 

“It was fearful for us, but 
the decision wasn’t hard 
for us to do it, but I under¬ 
stand the system is put in 
place to ensure that we are 
decent human beings. That 
we’re not going to be hurt¬ 
ful to the children.”

VICTORIA HANDYSIDES 
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Whenever Aaron Cross 
would look at his naked 
form as a child, he would 
cover up his private 
parts, convinced they 
weren’t supposed to be 
there. 

Aaron, now Josephine, 
felt for his entire life that 
he had been born in the 
wrong body, and should 
have been born female. 


“Trying to go through 
everything in this guise of 
masculini¬ 
ty was real¬ 
ly difficult 
for me. I 
couldn’t 
even use 
my real 
voice,” the 
24-year-old 
reception¬ 
ist said. “By 
the time I hit university, I 
was so depressed that I 
could barely leave my 


house. I decided it was 
time to do something.” 

After four years of in¬ 
tense hormone treatment 
and making the transition 
to living as a woman 
every day, the then 23- 
year-old man travelled 
from his Edmonton home 
to Montreal for a sex- 
change operation. 

Six months later and 
she says she feels like a 
new woman — literally. 

“Now I feel like I can do 
anything,” Cross said. “I 


went from feeling like an 
observer inside my own 
body to someone who’s ac¬ 
tually living their own life.” 

Cross is using her new 
found freedom to put a 
face to the transgendered 
community in Edmonton 


— which she estimates is 
populated by thousands 
living in secrecy. 

Part of the Exposure 
Queer Arts Festival is ex¬ 
posing the reality of living 
transgendered. 

The documentary She’s 


a Boy I Knew, plays 
tonight at Metro Cinema 
and is a festival highlight. 
Vancouver director Gwen 
Haworth will reveal her 
difficult transition from 
man to woman and an¬ 
swer questions on switch¬ 
ing genders.

MPs return to Parliament 
tomorrow for a session 
that promises to test their 
partisan instincts and po¬ 
litical philosophies. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, who vowed during 
the election cam¬ 
paign not to run a 
deficit, now faces 
pressure for deficit 
spending to kick- 
start an ailing econo¬ 
my. 

The Liberals will 
try to shake off a 
post-election funk 
under a caretaker 
leader until a new party 
boss is chosen next May. 

And with Canadians 
worried about their pen¬ 
sions and jobs and govern¬ 
ment revenues battered by 
the downturn, all 308 MPs 
are feeling the pressure to 


be on their best behaviour 
and curb the partisan an¬ 
tics that poisoned the last 
session of Parliament. 

“I think our entire gov¬ 
ernment is willing to try 
and do whatever we can to 
make this next Par¬ 
liament as produc¬ 
tive and positive and 
collegial as possi¬ 
ble,” said Govern¬ 
ment House leader 
Jay Hill. 

The pledges of 
goodwill will quick¬ 
ly be put to the test 
as the government 
outlines its priorities for 
the parliamentary session 
in the throne speech. Harp¬ 
er is being pressured to 
cancel promised corporate 
tax cuts and add infrastruc¬ 
ture spending by the oppo¬ 
sition.

G20 forges crisis plan

World leaders pledged rap¬ 
id action on Saturday to 
rescue a weakening global 
economy from the worst fi¬ 
nancial crisis in over 70 
years and agreed to give 
emerging nations more say 
in running financial affairs. 

The Group of 20 leaders 
from major industrialized 
and developing countries 
set out plans to toughen 
oversight for major global 
banks, study limits on 
banker pay and tiy for a 
breakthrough by year end 
in global trade talks — all 
part of a roadmap to rebuild 
a financial system crippled 
by the credit crisis. 

“We must lay the founda¬ 
tion for reform to help en¬ 
sure that a global crisis such 
as this one does not happen 
again,” they said in a state¬ 
ment after their first-ever 


summit. 

They vowed to make 
progress before a second 
summit by the end of April. 

U.S. President George W. 
Bush called the meeting, 
probably his last major eco¬ 
nomic event before he steps 
down in Januaiy, a success. 

“It makes sense to come 
out of here with a firm ac¬ 
tion plan, which we have. 
And it also makes sense to 
say to people that there is 
more work to be done,” he 
said. 

The G20 also called for fis¬ 
cal stimulus measures, be 
they tax cuts or govern¬ 


ment spending, to take 
“rapid effect,” and urged 
more interest rate cuts. 

But they fell short of an¬ 
nouncing any new meas¬ 
ures or major regulatory 
breakthroughs, and left it 
up to individual countries 
over what actions to take. 

“It is the worst crisis in 
100 years,” said Japanese 
Prime Minister Taro Aso. 
“But the crisis could be a 
chance at the same time. 
History tells us that when 
we overcome crisis, a new 
order is created. We should 
not be just flustered by the 

crisis.” REUTERS 


California wildfires destroy nearly 
1,000 homes, force evacuations

his year, I have visit¬ 
ed more than 180 
cities on my world 
tour, and wherever I 
went — from Ab¬ 
erdeen to Auckland — one 
thing never failed to amaze 
me: air conditioning. It was 
blasting at sub-arctic levels in 
nearly eveiy hotel I stayed, 
when most times it would 


have been just as easy — and 
better for the environment 
— to open a window 

To me, hotel air condition¬ 
ing is a small but telling re¬ 
minder of the luxuries we 
have grown so accustomed 
to in an age of prosperity 
but could often do without. 
They are things — like SUVs, 
or fish caught half a world 
away or even disposable 
hand wipes — that barely 
improve our daily lives but, 
altogether, are taking a terri¬ 
ble toll on our planet. 

So, as we read in newspa¬ 
pers like Metro about the 
economic slowdown, I won¬ 
der if there might be a silver 
lining in such grim news: 
The possibility that after a 


period of so much con¬ 
sumption, we might cut 
back a bit on extrava¬ 
gances we don’t need, and 
give our over-worked planet 
a bit of a breather? 

I realize that many people 
roll their eyes when a celebri¬ 
ty preaches about the envi¬ 
ronment — or rescuing baby 
seals, or any other worthy 
cause. (I don’t like preaching, 
either, and — contrary to 
what you might have read in 
the tabloids — I don’t think 
of myself as a celebrity). 

As an army officer and a 
musician, I have had the 
privilege of seeing some of 
the planet’s natural treas¬ 
ures. Sadly, I have also seen 
the way that we abuse it by

dropping bombs and build¬ 
ing shopping malls. 

I don’t pretend to be an 
environmental expert, but I 
am learning. Before my con¬ 
certs, we screen a preview of 
An Inconvenient Truth, the 
remarkable documentary 
by former U.S. vice-presi¬ 
dent A1 Gore. (www. anin- 
convenienttruth.com.au). I 
am installing solar panels at 


home, and for every ticket 
to one of my concerts sold 
online, we plant a tree. 

I’m a supporter of The 
Big Ask. It is a campaign by 
Friends of the Earth to get 
governments to reduce car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions — 
the main cause of global 
warming. Thanks to them, 
the European Union is now 
debating laws that would 
force members to cut emis¬ 
sions by 20 per cent by 
2020. If approved, it would 
be the most ambitious plan 
in the world, and just might 
convince the U.S., China 
and others to come aboard. 

Unfortunately, some 
politicians are pointing to 
the economy and saying 


that now is not the time to 
fight global warming. I 
think they have it back¬ 
wards: We cannot afford to 
wait any longer. Global 
warming is a problem that 
is only going to get worse, 
and more costly to fix, the 
longer we delay. By joining 
The Big Ask, you can re¬ 
mind our leaders that the 
environment should not de¬ 
pend on the stock market. 

And one more thing: 
next time you switch on 
the air conditioning, think 
about cracking a window 
open instead.

Horrific news: Two men in 
Afghanistan sprayed bat¬ 
tery acid in the faces of 
eight teenage girls just be¬ 
cause they were heading 
to school. 

Encouraging news: Five 
days later, from her hospital 
bed, 17-year-old Shamsia 
Husainai, her face a mass of 
excruciating burns and one 
eye blinded, bravely insists: 
“I will go to my school even 
if they kill me. I will contin¬ 
ue my studies.” 

Shamsia shares this 
yearning for an education 
with 50 million girls who 
do not get to go to school. 

While it’s true that many 
boys also don’t have access 


to education, far more girls 
lose out on this basic hu¬ 
man right. If a family must 
choose which of their chil¬ 
dren to educate, it’s almost 
always a boy. Some cultures 
and religions discourage or 
forbid the education of 
girls. And girls, no matter 
how young, bear the bur¬ 
den of daily work at home, 
fetching water and fire¬ 
wood, looking after sib¬ 
lings, helping grow food. 

This is a tragedy not just 
for the girls, but for the 
world! Study after study by 
international big players — 
the World Bank, UNICEF, 
Oxfam — all prove that 
when girls are educated, 
amazing things happen: 
poverty drops, the health of

families greatly improves, 
economies grow. 

A woman who has even a 
basic education enrolls her 
children in school, has 
them immunized, has few¬ 
er children and knows how 
to keep them healthy. She 
is more likely to practise 
1 family planning, and has a 
lower incidence of 
HIV/AIDS. 

A girl with education 
earns more, which gives 
5 her a voice at home and in 
her community. “Ending 
global poverty begins with 
women’s rights,” according 
to Oxfam. Women’s rights 
begin with education. 

Even the cowardly thugs 
who threw acid on school¬ 
girls will not be able to stop 
girls from pursuing an edu¬ 
cation. Girls know what

they are missing, and when 
they get a chance, they do 
brilliantly well. 

I am a volunteer with 
Give Girls A Chance (give- 
girlsachance.org), raising 
funds for projects that edu¬ 
cate girls. I have seen their 
drive, their optimism, their 
hard work despite the most 
difficult backgrounds. 

I think of Millicent 
Obiero, 14, an orphan in 
Kenya who made it from 
her tiny village to a high 
school far away, now near 
the top of her class. 

I think of 10-year-old Sel¬ 
ma, in Grade 4 in rural Pak¬ 
istan, who writes: “My fa¬ 
ther dislikes my getting an 
education, so I earn my fees 
cleaning houses after 
school.” 

Each of us can help girls 
like Millicent, Selma and 
Shamsia by donating to or¬ 
ganizations that fund educa¬ 
tion and women’s rights, 
(e.g. Oxfam, PlanCanada), or 
Give Girls A Chance, which 
only funds girls’ education.

Bailouts can't fix lack 
of 'prime' borrowers

B.C. has identity crisis 


ScienceMatters 



f you live in or have vis¬ 
ited British Columbia 
recently, you’ll have 
noticed a campaign to 
sell the province as 
“The Best Place on Earth.” 
The government has spent 
tens of millions of dollars 
branding the province, and 
the tag-line for its PR cam¬ 
paign appears to be every¬ 
where: On television and 
radio, on billboards, bus 
shelters, licence plates, and 
just about everywhere else 
you look. And as we enter 
the home stretch to the 
2010 Olympics hosted by 
B.C., the campaign is reach¬ 
ing a fevered pitch. 

Those of us who live 
among the towering 
mountains, old-growth 
forests, and pristine lakes 
and rivers feel we deserve 
these bragging rights on 
occasion. And ecologists 
tell us that B.C. is blessed 
with an exceptional diver¬ 
sity of wildlife and wilder¬ 
ness, on par with some of 
the greatest places on the 
planet, such as the 
Serengeti and the Great 
Barrier Reef. 

My home province is 
Canada’s richest region bi¬ 
ologically — home to 76 
per cent of our nation’s 
bird species, 70 per cent of 
its freshwater fish, 60 per 
cent of its evergreen trees, 
and thousands of other an¬ 
imals and plants. More 


than 3,800 species are 
found here, and many of 
these, such as mountain 
goat and mountain cari¬ 
bou, live mostly — or 
only — in the province 
and nowhere else on the 
planet. For others, such 
as the trumpeter swan 
and sandhill crane, B.C. 
is a critical wintering 
ground or stopover in 
winged migrations that 
extend over thousands 
of kilometres. 

Most remarkably, un¬ 
like most places in 
North America, B.C. still 
has all of the large and 
charismatic megafauna 
that were present at the 
time of European settle¬ 
ment, including grizzly 
bears, wolves, and 
cougars. Indeed, British 
Columbia is now the last 
safe haven for most of 
the large animals left on 
the continent. For exam¬ 
ple, grizzlies still roam, B.C. is now the last safe haven for most 
feed, and breed through- of the large animals, 
out much of the 
province, whereas in Cali¬ 
fornia, this majestic bruin 
is now only found as an 
image on the state’s flag, 
having long been eliminat¬ 
ed from the wild. 

B.C. has a rich legacy to 
protect, yet the experts tell 
us that we are squandering 
our unique biological 
inheritance. Earlier this 
year, scientists revealed 
that more than four dozen 
species have disappeared 
from the province, and the 
casualty list is growing. A 
further 1,600 species (43 
per cent of all the plants 
and animals thought to ex¬ 
ist in the province) are also 
in decline and are perhaps 
facing a similar fate unless 
action is taken. 

These statistics are not 



just an abstract tally. To 
the contrary, many 
residents and visitors to 
the province have person¬ 
ally experienced these 
plants and animals in na¬ 
ture — perhaps seen a griz¬ 
zly bear while on a camp¬ 
ing trip, or hooked a 
salmon on one of our pris¬ 
tine rivers, or been dazzled 
by a pod of orcas while 
kayaking. You don’t even 
have to go far from popu¬ 
lated areas: The remaining 
patches of Canada’s most 
endangered forest ecosys¬ 
tem, the Garry oak savan¬ 
nah, can be found in 
downtown Victoria! 

Given the biodiversity 
crisis that is unfolding in 
my home province, I’m 
shocked that the 


<= government can claim 
| we’re the “best place on 
§ earth”. We lag behind 
1 virtually every other 
m place in North America 
if in providing legal 
1 protection for our 
" wildlife. B.C. stands out 
in Canada for not having 
an endangered species 
law, while smaller 
provinces such as New 
Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia have gone to 
great lengths to legally 
protect endangered 
species and their 
habitat. Even developing 
countries, such as Mexi¬ 
co, Costa Rica, and “the 
glorious nation” of Kaza¬ 
khstan (to quote Borat) 
have a leg up on us, with 
endangered species laws 
on the books. 

I’m proud of my 
province, and like most 
residents and visitors to 
British Columbia, I want 
to make sure that the nat¬ 
ural heritage that we’re 
blessed with is protected 
for my children and grand¬ 
children to enjoy. However, 
in light of the govern¬ 
ment’s ad campaign, I 
think the province needs 
an identity check. The gov¬ 
ernment needs to reconcile 
its efforts to brand this 
province on the basis of its 
natural wonders with our 
true identity as one of the 
“last places on earth” with¬ 
out an endangered species 
law to protect the veiy 
things that make my home 
great.

Lots of questions for Eskimos 

Madoda's team showed promise, but can it improve next season? 



After two years out of the 
playoffs, the Edmonton Es¬ 
kimos performance this 
season represents a quan¬ 
tum leap over 2007, but 
Danny Maciocia’s team did¬ 
n’t cover nearly enough 
ground to stand a chance 
when it counted against the 
Montreal Alouettes. 

The question, after get¬ 
ting humbled 36-26 at 
Olympic Stadium in the 
East Division final Saturday, 
is where the Eslcs go from 


here. Can they build on a 
10-8 record and win over 
Winnipeg in the East semi¬ 
final, or do they take a step 
back toward their 5-12-1 
mark of 2007? 

Obviously, only time will 
tell, but it was worth con¬ 
templating as the Eslcs 
cleaned out their lockers 
Sunday at Commonwealth 
Stadium still stinging from 
coming up short against the 
Als. 

Will Maciocia be back as 
coach or kick himself up¬ 
stairs? What about veterans 
Dan Comislcey and Shan¬ 
non Garrett? The Eslcs also 
have to re-sign receiver Kel¬ 
ly Campbell and offensive 
lineman Patrick Kabongo, 
who will draw interest from 
the NFL. 

“I’m not going to make a 


decision here on whether 
I’m going to coach or not,” 
said Maciocia, who didn’t si¬ 
lence all his critics by mak¬ 
ing the playoffs and beating 
Winnipeg. “I’m going to see 
how the organization feels.” 

And, so, we’ll wait. 

LITTLE BIG MAN 
Big men who play small can 
be especially frustrating to 
fans, not to mention coach¬ 
es, and Edmonton Oilers 
forward Dustin Penner cer¬ 
tainly fits that description. 

So much so coach Craig 
MacTavish sat Penner and 
Kyle Brodzialc out for Satur¬ 
day’s 3-2 shootout loss to 
the Colorado Avalanche, 
sending a clear message. 

“We need more competi¬ 
tiveness throughout our 
line-up,” MacTavish said. 
“Sometimes it’s not only a 


message for the two who 
are sitting out, but for the 
other four or five guys who 
can’t afford to play a game 
where they are not factors. 
We need more jam, more 
competitiveness out of 
those two for sure and out 
of others.” 

After scoring two goals in 
the first game of the season, 
Penner had just one goal 
and one assist in his next 15 
games when MacTavish sat 
him, inserting Liam Reddox 
and Jesse Boulerice. 

The frustrating thing 
about Penner, who is six- 
foot-four and 240 pounds, is 
that when he’s not scoring, 
he doesn’t bring anything 
else to the table — he plays 
soft and seldom imposes his 
physical presence. 

“It’s always the bare mini¬ 


mum,” MacTavish said of 
Penner. “Those are the re¬ 
sults you get when you 
bring the bare minimum. 
Hopefully this will help him 
be more consistent.” 

From where I sit, Penner 
hasn’t come close to earn¬ 
ing the $21.25 million US of¬ 
fer sheet he signed before 
last season. He should wear 
a balaclava on pay days. 

WHILE I’M AT IT... 
While Penner and Brodzialc 
got seats on press row 
against Colorado, there 
were other candidates, 
namely Shawn Horcoff, 
Robert Nilsson and Fernan¬ 
do Pisani.

Here thar be monsters

Who wouldn’t want a 
plush, green monster 
named Colin who divides 
his time between playing 
video games and fretting 
over the future? 

That’s what friends Adam 
Dunn, 31, Bliss Man, 28, 
and Rhya Tamasauslcas, 30, 
were betting on when they 
started up their company 
the Monster Factory five 
years ago. 

They began with a love of 
monsters, a vision, and six 
squishy little prototypes. 

Now, 85 monsters later, 
they’re in the midst of de¬ 
veloping a business plan to 
outsource manufacturing 
to China, where a friend 
will oversee production, in 
order to increase sales and 
start making a profit. 

It all began with Dunn 
who was attending the On¬ 
tario College of Art and De¬ 
sign film school and 
formed a production com¬ 
pany that he called Monster 
Factoiy. Just for fun, he de¬ 
cided to try making some 
plush monster mascots and 
called on his friend Man, a 
fashion school student, to

help with design. 

Tamasauskas, a fellow art 
student and friend of 
Dunn’s, had an interest in 
monsters and soft sculpture 
and joined the pair. 

Their first ever “family” 
of critters was bom in 2003 
and dozens of them sold at 
Toronto’s One of a Kind 
Craft Show that year. 

“We were cleaned out 
and we didn’t sleep for 11 
days,” said Man. “That’s 
when we knew we had 
something really special.” 

Each year the “partners” 
— which is how they like to 
refer to themselves — have 


dreamt up 16 new mon¬ 
sters to add to their collec¬ 
tion. 

They sell their quirky cre¬ 
ations directly from their 
studio, online at monster- 
factoiy.net and at toy exhi¬ 
bitions around the world. 

The most challenging 
part of the job, they all 
agreed, is coming up with 
new characters every year 
but they have a process. 

Someone comes up with 
an idea, all three develop 
the design of their new 
friend, and when the proto¬ 
type is complete, they de¬ 
cide on a name and give the 


monster a personality. 

Gordon, for instance, is a 
burly green guy covered in 
facial hair who, incidental¬ 
ly, loves to play tennis. 

“For someone his size, 
Gordon is surprisingly nim¬ 
ble on the tennis court,” 
reads his online descrip¬ 
tion. 

His wife, Sally, on the 
other hand, just as burly 
but not quite as active, has 
taken up meditation in or¬ 
der to curb her constant 
fidgeting. 

“The three of us all have 
really big imaginations,” 
said Tamasauskas. 


The stuffed toys are be¬ 
coming more and more 
popular in Europe and Asia; 
and in Canada the Monster 
Factoiy has its own dedicat¬ 
ed fan base that keeps it go¬ 
ing despite the fact, 
they said, market¬ 
ing always 
comes last on 
the list of priori¬ 
ties. 

The three are 
so focused on cre¬ 
ating their little 
friends, they almost forget 
about the busi¬ 
ness side of 
things. 

“But 
we’re 
get¬ 
ting 
bet¬ 
ter,” 

Tamasauskas 
said, proudly 
pointing out 
they recently 
sent out an e- 
mail invite 
for a studio 
sale two weeks 
before the 
event.

straightforward process, 
talk to Sandra Webb.

checks and medicals — and 
once they’ve completed a 
special adoption training 
course, she evaluates them 
as possible parents. She 
meets with them at least 
four times (one interview is 
always in their home) and 
collects reference letters 
from friends and family. 
The process takes around 
three months and at the 
end she prepares a report. 

“Yes, it’s my job to assess 
them, and their big concern 
is whether they’ll be ap¬ 
proved,” she says. “But part 
of my job is education.” 


She prepares families for 
that first meeting with their 
child and the potential cul¬ 
tural issues when the child 
comes from a different 
racial background. 

Doe she ever “fail” fami¬ 
lies? “If it was a decision not 
to adopt, we’ve made that 
choice together,” she says. 
That’s only happened once 
or twice. 

After a child has been 
adopted, she also does fol¬ 
lowup visits according to 
the type of adoption (with 
China, for instance, the fi¬ 
nal one is 36 months after 


adoption). 

Webb had a degree in 
child studies from the Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph when she 
moved to Cobourg to get 
married in the early 1970s. 
She got a job at the Chil¬ 
dren’s Aid Society there, as 
an intake worker. She even¬ 
tually started doing some 
work there with adoptions 
of crown wards, and loved it. 

In 1995, after working on 
and off for Children’s Aid, 
as well as doing some work 
in private adoption, she offi¬ 
cially went into private 
practice as an adoption 
practitioner. 

She does this half the time 
and the other half she offers 
therapy, mainly for families 
who have adopted and who 
are struggling. She gets to 
see it all: the frustration of 
waiting for a child, the joy of 
having one finally arrive, 
plus the challenge of build¬ 
ing a brand new family.

I hadn’t thought about 
Vaughn Meader for years 
until I read a Washington 
Post column last week by 
Eugene Robinson, where 
the writer commented on 
Don Rickie’s recent ap¬ 
pearance on David Letter- 
man that featured a simi¬ 
lar stony silence in re¬ 
sponse to Rickie’s shot at 
president-elect Barack Oba¬ 
ma, a halting but not par¬ 
ticularly vicious gag involv¬ 
ing world crises and bas¬ 
ketball. 


Robinson noted what’s 
been obvious for months 
now — that there hasn’t 
been a lot of humour di¬ 
rected at Obama. Robinson 
takes the optimistic line, 
that Americans are still 
making the “cultural atti¬ 
tude adjustments” neces¬ 
sary to absorbing the idea 
of an African-American 
president, and treating 
him with the same lack of 
deference as every other 
White House resident in 
history. 

Right now, Obama is 
revered but unknown, a 
symbol more than a man, 
and Robinson thinks it’s a 
pity. He doesn’t think Rick¬ 
ies was being racist — Oba¬ 
ma’s love of basketball is 
well-known, but right now 
audiences are quick to take 
preemptive offense. 

“Eventually, some comic 
will come up with a spot- 
on Obama impression, the 
way Vaughn Meader did 
with JFK,” Robinson writes. 
“Eventually, audiences will 
revert to irreverence.” 

I’d like to hope he’s 
right, because if he’s not, 
it’s going to be a dull and 
dismal four years.

Bulgur Wheat and 
Shrimp Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/3 cup (400 mL) bulgur 
wheat 

1 small red onion, very thinly 
sliced 

1 carrot, coarsely grated 

1 tomato, diced 

6 baby corn cobs, sliced into 
rounds 

1/2 cucumber, diced 

7 oz (200 g) shelled cooked 
shrimp 

LIME AND CHILI DRESSING: 

4 tbsp (60 mL) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

2 tbsp (25 mL) lime juice 
1 garlic clove, crushed 

1/4 tsp (1 mL) dried chili flakes 
Salt and fresh-ground black 
pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Put bulgur wheat in a 
saucepan over medium heat 
and pour over 2 2/3 cups (650 
mL) water. Bring to a boil. Re¬ 
duce heat and simmer until 


bulgur wheat is tender and wa¬ 
ter is absorbed, about 10 min¬ 
utes. Tip bulgur wheat onto a 
flat dish, spread out and leave 
to cool slightly. 

2. Combine onion, carrot, 
tomato, corn, cucumber and 
shrimp in a large salad bowl. 
Add cooked bulgur wheat and 
stir together. 

3. For dressing, put oil, lime 
juice, garlic, chili flakes, and 
salt and pepper to taste in a 
small bowl. Whisk with a fork 
until combined. Stir dressing 
into salad, tossing to coat all 
ingredients evenly. If not serv¬ 
ing immediately, cover and 
keep in the refrigerator.
